The Austro-German Forces Retake 


Galician Stronghold Held By 


Russians 


(Special to The Herald) 


Vienna, June 3.—The Galician stronghold of Przernysl, 


which was captured from the Aiistrians by a Russian army in 
March, has been recaptured by the Austro-German forces, it is 
officially announced by the Austrian war office. 


This is the greatest victory won by the Austro-German 


forces since General von Mackenzen launched his mighty 
offensive movement against the Russians in northern Galicia 
six weeks ago. 


The official announcement was brief as follows: "Przemysl 


was retaken by us today." .The Austro-German forces en- 
tered the city at 3.30 o'clock this morning. Previously it had 
been officially announced that the Austro-German forces of 
General von Mackenzen had stormed four of the Russian forts 
north and northeast of the city.

cessity of relying upon tips for a living continue. It is mixed 
with sarcasm and ridicule. 
Robert T. Lincoln, son of the 


martyred .president, comes in for/many hard knocks because 
he represents the company in a legal capacity and has said 
certain things in defense of his .Employers against the on- 
slaught of criticism that has recently arisen in connection with 
the custom of tipping the porters employed on the parlor cars. 


•But why all this hub-bub with reference to tipping on the 


Pullman cars. while nothing is said about tipping in other 
places? 
What about hotels, restaurants and barber shops, 


where tips are passed out as commonly and freely as on Pull- 
man cais? 
The people are aware that the necessity for tip- 


ping, if indeed tipping be a necessity in any case, is not con- 
fined to Pullman cars, otherwise the larger part of the public 
would be relieved of this "necessity." 
The fact is that wher- 


ever one goes and by .whomsoever he is served he is expected, 
if he considers himself up to the times, to tip those who serve 
him, even though there be reason to believe that the employes 
aie properly paid by their employers. Even the sufferers of 
losses by fire, have come to feel that they do not stand quite 
square with the- world till they have sent checks to the fire de: 


partment; whose members' are well paid out of the taxes of 
the people, to' which the fire sufferers have contributed their 
full share. 


As we have- more' Ihaivonce remarked, the remedy for the 


tipping, evil lies hi the hands of the people. Vyhe;n those who 
can afford [ogive tips and- (hose Avho cannot afford to dp it are 
prepared to insist/ oh receiving what they have paid for, 
whether the seryicb 'be rendered by a car company, a hotel, 
restaurant or barber shop, the lipping evil will cease and the 
public will .have' no occasion to worry about the question of 
wages. That will be settled by employers and employes, who 
should settle it.

The giving of tips is not done in charily for poorly paid 


workers. 
It is done in ostentation with the intent of giving 


the impression that "our money grows on bushes." 
And 


those who persist in this form of ostentation make a mighty 
poor showing when they set up such a "squeal" as is now re- 
sounding over the lipping of Pullman car porters. 


Italy is calling on Italians in this country between the ages 


of 19 and 39 years to return and enter the ranks. And, ac- 
cording to a New York paper, under the military law of Italy 
that country has a valid claim on all Italians in this country, 
\yhether they have been naturalized or not, and on the sons 
born in this country of Italian parents. Of course, Italy can- 
not compel these men .to return home and fight, but if they 
disregard the call they will be subject to arrest and imprison- 
ment if they ever return to their native counlry. 
But in the 


case of naturalized citizens aim their sons would not the 
United States have something to sav?
